LIVERMORE—LIVERMORE FALLS 


This Township in the Androscoggin valley, just south 
of the site of western Maine’s largest Indian village, was 
originally granted to sixty soldiers who participated in 
Queen Anne’s War, as recompense for their services in the 
capture of Port Royal (now Annapolis Royal) in Nova 
Scotia, from the French in 1710. 


The original grant of 1735, was amended by a new 
grant in 1771; and the town was permanently settled in 
1779, when Deacon Livermore established his permanent 
residence here. 


The Town was incorporated in 1795, and in 1798 there 
were one hundred thirty families living in the Town. 


Until 1850, the community was predominantly agricul- 
tural, and noted particularly for its apples and its cheese. 
Its apples still are a noteworthy product, but 'the cheese 
factories have long since disappeared. 


With the coming of the railroad in 1852, the town 
changed rapidly to an industrial community under the 
leadership of Alvin Record and Capt. Ezekiel Treat. Pulp, 
paper, leatherboard and saw mills were constructed on both 
sides of the river to utilize its substantial water power. 


The small pulp and paper mills were eventually con- 
solidated to become part of the International Paper Com- 
pany which now operates three mills in this area. 


In addition to paper manufacture, present local in- 
dustry includes Record Foundry and Machine Company, 
specialists in manufacture of valves; Livermore Falls Glove 
Company, makers of cotton and leather gloves; Burnham & 
Morrill Canning Company, New England Vinegar Works, 
Isaacson Lumber Company and the Livermore Shoe 
Company.

LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To the Citizens of the Town of Livermore Falls: 


Once again the time has come to make a report of our 
Municipal activities for the year ending February 1, 1955— 
we find the time goes all too quickly—this world of ours 
moves at a fast clip and to be ‘‘with the times” we must 
comply or be left behind. 


The past year has been eventful, the highlight being 
the opening of The George W. Treat Memorial Library to 
the citizens of Livermore Falls. This was made possible 
through the generosity of Mrs. Elsie Treat; we all feel very . 
grateful to her. (Pictures of Library on cover) 


The Livermore Shoe Company moved into their new 
factory early in April and began operations soon after. 
The open house, held at the factory on June 5, 1954, spon- 
sored by the Livermore Falls Development Company will 
long be remembered by our citizens. The opening of this 
factory means more jobs plus more money spent in town. 
It is interesting to note the many towns within the State 
following our footsteps in forming a local development 
company in order that they might secure new industry for 
their communities—we feel very proud of the fact we were 
out in front in this respect, and the citizens should feel 
grateful for the work accomplished by the members of the 
Livermore Falls Development Company— it is appreciated 
by your Selectmen and we are sure by our citizens as weil. 
It only proves it is much better to build than it is to tear 
down. 


New home developments are in progress within the 
town. This is a good sign and we should encourage more. 


New sewer lines are being constructed yearly, thus 
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putting a heavy load on our already overloaded system. 
This should concern each and every one of us as the time is 
not too far distant when a major sewer project will face 
the taxpayer. At the present time the present system is 
not paying its way; the only solution to this is a higher 
service fee which must be brought about this coming year. 


We believe the present services offered to the citizens 
are in line with similar towns of our size. If the taxpayer 
would like to enlarge on the roads, sidewalks, fire depart- 
ment, police department, town officials, schools and so forth, 
it would be well to remember that for every dollar raised 
YOU, the taxpayer, must pay the bill. 

We personally feel the town is in good shape, paying 
its bills as it goes along, and any interruption to this system 
will bring about higher taxes. 


LONG RANGE PLANNING FOR

system; much can be done and should be done. Available 
funds do not warrant any construction at this time. A 
sinking fund is advisable for the future.

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SEWER REPORT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Livermore Falls: 


The work done on the Livermore Falls Sewers for the 
year ending December 31, 1954, which includes new con- 
struction, repairs and maintenance, was carried on as has 
been the custom for the past few years by the Livermore 
Falls Water District. 


The new lines laid this year consist of 286 feet of six- 
inch on Latham Terrace Extension, 104 feet of six-inch on 
Pleasant Street, 450 feet of six-inch on Pine Avenue and 
Hillcrest, 192 feet of eight-inch on Depot Hill and 288 feet 
of eight-inch on Hillcrest Road. 


Twelve new sewer services were entered this year, six of 
which are on the new Sewall Development off Depot Hill. 


Four new manholes were put in this year, Augusta 
Road at M. Gingras, Corner Depot Hill and Hillcrest, Hill- 
crest and Bellaire Drive and Hillcrest and Pine Avenue. 
One on Pine Avenue at J. Murphy’s raised and a new ce- 
ment top put on. Five new extension rings were put in to 
raise existing manholes to the road surface throughout the 
Town. 


Seven main lines were repaired, two were 10-inch and 
15-inch lines under the railroad crossings, going direct 
to the river, which was a little difficult due to the large flow 
at all times. One large pump hired from Auburn and four 
small ones were used to take care of the flow while 
repairing. 

Fourteen sewer mains and four service entrances were 
cleaned, mostly of roots and sand, and several cellars were 
pumped out. 


A manhole just above the railroad crossing on Main 
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Street, Livermore Falls, not known to any of those con- 
nected with the Sewer Department, was found and upon 
opening we discovered it to be partially filled with roots 
which we feel has been the cause of the trouble at the 
Moore and Foss Blocks for the past number of years.

VETERANS’ EXEMPTIONS 


The Assessors would like to take this opportunity to 
notify ALL VETERANS entitled to Tax Exemptions that 
the Ninety-fifth Legislature, under Chapter 160, P. L. 1951, 
has added a new provision of law to correct errors of the 
past. The law, in part, is as follows: 


Veterans, Widows of Veterans, their children, entitled 
to a TAX EXEMPTION MUST, ON OR BEFORE THE 
FIRST DAY OF APRIL, notify IN WRITING, the As- 
sessors of the town in which he resides and furnish PROOF 
of ENTITLEMENT. 


It might be well for all veterans to get a copy of this 
law and read it so that the responsibility will not be with 
the Assessors. The Assessors are required by law to keep 
within the legal limits of the law and veterans not giving 
the above information, as required, will be assumed by the 
Assessors to be willing to pay their tax as provided by 
statute. 
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SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the summer recreation 
program beginning June 12 and ending September 1, 1954. 


Seventy-three boys registered at the start, but many 
left for camp or summer employment so that there were 
approximately forty boys taking active part each day. 


The same schedule was followed as that of the previous 
summer, 9:00 A. M. to 11:30 A. M. and 2:00 P. M. to 4:00 
P. M., until the weather became too warm for the additional 
afternoon practice. 


Mr. Thomas Mangan allowed the Little League the use 
of the old ball park at the lower mill. The boys were ex- 
tremely pleased to have their own field, and with the help of 
several of their fathers, did a fine job in getting the field 
playable for their opening game, and they were very 
grateful to Mr. Mangan for his generosity. 


Citizens of the town were very cooperative in donat- 
ing funds on “Little League Tag Day’, and the “Yankees” 
also realized a substantial sum from the lunch stand which 
they sponsored on “Fourth of July” Field Day. 


At the field each day, the boys went through drills as 
well as daily baseball practice. With the help of Rodney 
Finley and Teller Nichols, ten practice tees were assembled 
and adjusted to the individual boys’ needs. The new tech- 
nique proved to be a great success, borne out by the fact 
that the Little League Yankees retired at the end of the sea- 
son undefeated. } 


As in the past, the age limit is seven to twelve years. 
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Everyone is welcome, and each boy is given the same 
attention. 


At the end of the season, the forty boys, the coach and 
chaperones enjoyed a trip to Boston, financed by their own 
efforts on “Tag Day”’. 


In September, the boys and their coach were tendered 
a banquet by their parents. A delicious dinner was served 
and congratulatory speeches were made by Toastmaster 
William Kinch, Mr. Roscoe Masterman (representing Mr. 
Mangan), and Coach George Toomey. 


The boys are looking forward to another summer of 
continued success in baseball activities, and their parents 
are happy to see the development of good sportsmanship 
and fine characteristics in the future citizens of Livermore 
Falls.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Livermore Falls: 


This is my second annual report to you people of Liv- 
ermore Falls and from the start I want to say that this has 
been a well rounded out year. We have had several alerts, 
which were carried out successfully, and two hurricanes 
that took many of the personnel out in the way of police and 
rescue duty; also one hurricane that never came, but the 
staff was alerted for several hours, ready to swing into any 
action necessary; also our Civil Defense Police Unit worked 
with the regular police on many occasions. Finally we had 
a large group organized, looking for a lost hunter during 
the hunting season. 


This past summer we built a new observation post, 
replacing the one that was on the high school. All in all, 
I will repeat, this has been a very busy year. 


We have a total of over three hundred workers en- 
rolled in all our groups and it is up to you people to con- 
tinue to work together, making this a good and complete 
operation. : 


To carry on this work, I am asking for five hundred 
dollars ($500) to be kept in the Town Treasury and used 
to defray current expenses and any emergency that ‘may 
arise. 

In closing I want to thank the Selectmen and all the 
workers in Civil Defense and Public Safety for their great 
response and cooperation for the past year.

Arrangements made for the services of officers at all 
Dances, Band Concerts, Athletic Contests and other activi- 
ties where the services of an officer were necessary. My 
own services also rendered where necessary. 


The School Boy Patrol is again functioning very satis- 
factorily with the children and patrol boys cooperating 
successfully. 


The local theatre has again issued passes for a free 
movie each week for each of the patrol boys as a reward for 
their good work. 


Much praise is due the adult guards comprising 
eleven men and women volunteers for their wonderful work 
guarding and supervising the work of the School Boy Pa- 
trol in assisting the school children at dangerous street 
intersections and crossings. ‘The motorists and children 
are both cooperating very satisfactorily. 


These adult guards are sworn in as Special Police with 
full authority to arrest any violators that may, in any way, 
interfere in the act of protecting the school children going 
to and from school. 


Through the kindness of the Maine State Police, the 
following officers, Major Donald Herron of the Augusta 
Headquarters, and Sergeant Ray Orcutt of ‘the Traffic and 
Safety Division, visited the Primary, 'Grammar, and High 
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Schools, showing films and giving very interesting talks on 
safety. 


In December, 1954, I attended an Instructors School 
in Augusta, conducted by the Maine State Police, to 
enable me to instruct other Police and Civil Defense Police 
Reserve Officers in law procedure and police techniques. 


At the present I am conducting a Police School each 
week to be in session for 15 weeks with a registration of 
30 pupils. Hard-covered, loose leaf note books and paper 
were donated for the school by Mr. Leighton of Leighton’s 
Variety Store. Pencils were donated by Mr. Orie Wellman 
of Wellman Chevrolet Company. 


Several new school zone, school crossing, and stop signs 
have been placed at busy street ‘intersections and crossings. 
Motorists are respecting these signs very satisfactorily.

GREETINGS: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1955. 


During the past year we purchased the new fire coats 
for the members of the Department and also a new portable 
lighting system which can be used in any emergency, or 
whenever needed. This lighting system generates its own 
electricity so it is independent of other lighting systems. 


The members of the Fire Department sponsored a circus 
and the proceeds from the circus was used to purchase a 
panel truck to be used as a utility truck, and this new light- 
ing system, as well as other necessary equipment, is carried 
on this truck, which previously was either stored on the 
other fire trucks and hard to get, or left in the fire station. 
This panel truck was turned over to the Town after its 
purchase. 


I would like to call to the attention of the Voters of 
Livermore Falls the urgent need of additional FIRE 
BOXES in town. 


During the past year the Fire Department answered 
the following calls:

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COMMENTS 


Town of Livermore Falls 
February 2, 1958 to February 1, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Liv- 
ermore Falls has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 1, 1954. The audit included an examina- 
tion of the records kept by the various town officials. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $4,324.31. However, over- 
drafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, (Ex- 
hibit D). Unexpended balances and overdrafts are sum- 
marized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $9,738.26 
Overdrafts 5,413.95 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,324.31 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain in- 
stances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway 
appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds revealed an increase of $7,163.21 as compared with 
the preceding year. Various factors contributed to this 
increase, more particularly a higher tax levy and tuition 
revenue due to a rate change less surplus and reserve fund 
transactions (Exhibit B). 


Expenditures for the same period increased by 
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$11,410.20 which was occasioned principally by the con- 
struction of a municipal garage. 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


The cash balance of $43,333.68 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany, Livermore Falls, Maine. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable and tax 
accounts were examined and verified to the extent deemed 
necessary. 


The accounts payable of $140.00 represented an over- 
payment by a taxpayer. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the departmental accounts revealed 
that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year totaled $36,254.72, (Exhibit D), and for the 
most part represented educational account balances. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $14,197.86, a 
decrease of $9,312.74 for the year. The decrease was occa- 
sioned principally by authorized transfers to various ac- 
counts less the excess of available funds and expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding school construction 
bonds totaling $99,000.00 which mature at the rate of 
$11,000.00 annually. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 


The examination of trust fund transactions indicated 
that the earnings of the various funds totaled $149.46 for 


the year, all of which was expended. Principals of 
$6,607.75 are represented by time deposits in the Livermore 
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Falls Trust Company while the unexpended income of 
$16.46 is due from the general fund. 


The capital reserve fund for sewer construction total- 
ing $8,306.26 is represented by time deposits of $805.76 in 
the Livermore Falls Trust Company and $7,500.50 invested 
in U. S. Bonds. The capital reserve fund for fire truck 
purposes totaling $5,000.00 is represented by time deposits 
in the Livermore Falls Trust Company. 


GENERAL 


The records of the town clerk show that transfers of 
$13,850.00 from unappropriated surplus to various accounts 
had been authorized by a vote of the townspeople. The 
$10,000.00 transfer from excise taxes to the municipal 
garage account was also authorized by the townspeople. 


Attention is directed to Chapter 81, Section 29 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944 which provides for the commitment 
of supplemental taxes to the tax collector by the Board of 
Assessors. 


It is suggested that transfers between accounts, such 
as truck and shovel rental, be recorded by journal entry 
rather than to clear through the treasurer’s cash account. 


The State System of Accounting for town owned prop- 
erty and equipment should be adopted so that a record will 
be available to show values and other pertinent data for 
municipal capital investments. 


Consideration should be given to obtaining written com- 
petitive bids on purchases of sizeable quantities and 
amounts. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
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to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Available funds and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Invoices 
and cancelled checks substantiating expenditures for a se- 
lected period were test checked. Letters of verfication were 
utilized to determine the correctness of tax and tax lien 
accounts. Trust and reserve fund transactions were re- 
viewed and investments of the funds were examined. In- 
surance and bond coverages were examined and listed. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit proce- 
dures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to de- 
velop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 1, 1954 and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE IN LIVERMORE FALLS—1954 


Health is one of our most precious possessions. This 
means not only absence of disease but fitness, physically, 
emotionally, socially and spiritually. Public Health Nurs- 
ing is concerned with promoting this understanding of 
health through organized community efforts, as well as 
through visits to individual families. It is when home, 
school and community work together that optimum results 
may be obtained. 


The Public Health Nurse, through home visits to ex- 
pectant mothers, infants and preschool children, handi- 
capped children or patients with communicable diseases 
may be able to encourage families to make regular visits to 
their family physician for care, and to help interpret his 
recommendations to them. 


Education is the answer to many health problems; in 
the school where the teacher is the key person, the nurse 
works with her in solving individual health problems, in 
maintaining a healthful school environment, and serves as 
a link between the school and home, and other community 
resources. 


School physical examinations were given in grades 
one, three, six and nine. Two hundred children were ex- 
amined. Vision testing at the High School was done by 
two registered nurses who volunteered their services. 


With the hope of being able to give better health 
service to the school and the community, seven teachers and 
the Public Health Nurse have attended a fifteen week 
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School Health Education Course at Farmington State 
Teachers College. 


Fluoridation of the public water supply authorized by 
the 1954 Town Meeting, has not yet been installed by the 
Water District. This safe and simple public health measure 
has been proved to cut down dental decay, approximately 
65%. Studies show that dental decay is the most common 
defect in school children in our own and other communities. 


Child Health Conferences have been held monthly at 
the office of the Public Health Nurse, where the attending 
physician examines the children and gives immunizations 
against Whooping Cough, Diphtheria, Tetanus and Small- 
pox. Average attendance at these conferences for the year 
has been fifty. 


In addititon to the visits made to mothers of young 
children, several visits have been made to demonstrate to 
members of the family how to care for the sick in the home. 


Sincere thanks to all who have so ably assisted the 
nurse. Only through the cooperation of the doctors, den- 
tists, school personnel, town officials, Health Council and 
other individuals and community groups has it been pos- 
sible to carry on this program.

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LAWS RELATING TO DOGS 


R. 8S. 1944 as amended by P. L. 1945 


Sec. 9. On or before the first day of April each year 
the owner or keeper of any dog shall apply to the city or 
town clerk either orally or in writing for a license for each 
such dog owned or kept by him. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog 
after the first day of April, not duly licensed as herein 
required, shall within ten days after he becomes owner or 
keeper of such dog, cause such dog to be described and 
licensed as provided above. 


Sec. 11. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the above 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to be 
recovered by complaint before any trial justice or munici- 
pal court in the county where such owner or keeper resides. 


Sec. 12. The Municipal officers of each town shall 
within ten days from the first day of June issue a warrant, 
returnable on the first day of July, to one or more con- 
stables, directing him or them to proceed to enter complaint 
and summons to court the owner or keeper of any unlicensed 
dog. Provided, however, that said officers may call on the 
owner of such dog and demand that he conform to the law 
and pay the license fee due, and if owner pays such fee he 
shall also pay the officer a fee of 85 cents, which the officer 
shall retain.

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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


All taxpayers should read and comply with the follow- 
ing requirements, quoted from Section 385, Chapter 81, 
Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944. 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shail 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by post- 
ing notifications in some public place in Town, or shall no- 
tify them, in such other ways as the Town directs, to make 
and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such 
notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably 
requested thereto by the Assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Livermore Falls: 


I present herewith my second annual report on the 
schools of Livermore Falls. 


TEACHERS 


There were only three changes in our teaching staff 
this year. George Seamans was elected to succeed Jesse W. 
Myers who is now director of music at Calais, Maine. Mrs. 
Mary Bate was elected to fill a vacancy in the third grade 
caused by transferring Mrs. Dorothy Bradbury to one of | 
the divisions of the second grade. Our second grade now 
numbers 74 students and is divided into three groups. 


Miss Sylvia Shoemaker who has been teaching at the 
high school for the past twenty years resigned ‘and com- 
pleted her duties on January 13. Mrs. Marilyn Davis has 
been secured as a substitute until a replacement for this 
position is made. 


Transferring the pupils from the Campground, Haines 
Corner and Strickland rural schools which were closed last 
June, seems to be working to good advantage and ‘is a great 
improvement in the method of instruction in our elementary 
schools. Two of these rural teachers, Mrs. King and Mrs. 
Conary, were transferred to the village schools and as a 
result a program of remedial instruction has been insti- 
gated which is proving very successful. Remedial work is 
being done at the first and ‘second grade level by Mrs. Con- 
ary, at the third and fourth grade level by Mrs. Chase and 
at the fifth and sixth ‘grade level by Mrs. King. Each of 
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the regular classroom teachers now has two levels instead 
of the heterogeneous groups heretofore. As a student im 
proves he is placed with his regular group. This program 
enables the teacher to work diligently with small groups 
where individual instruction is needed. 


Several of our teachers are continuing their profes- 
sional improvement by attendance at summer schools and 
extension work. Principal Wilfrid Morin, Florence Mixer 
and Margaret Boyce have completed ‘work for their degree 
of Master in Education and were awarded this degree at 
the University of. Maine last August. Sherman Cram at- 
tended summer session at Gorham State Teachers College 
for credit towards his Bachellor’s degree. Principal Mil- 
dred Scarci, Nancy Poland, Ethel King, Marcia Brown, 
Dorothy Bradbury and Mary Bate have been taking an 
extension course in Health and Health Education from 
Farmington State Teachers College this winter. Mrs. 
Vesta Conary’s name was omitted last year from the list 
of teachers who were enrolled at the summer session of 
Farmington State Teachers College in 1953. Fred Crouse 
is enrolled in a course in Vocational Agriculture. Mildred 
Scarci, Marcia Brown, Dorothy Bradbury, Nancy Poland, 
Mary Bate, Vesta Conary, Margie Chase, Avis Barron, 
Ethel King and Wilfrid Morin are enrolled in an extension 
course in Remedial Reading which is being held at the 
Livermore Falls Grammar School weekly by Farmington 
State Teachers College. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


Appreciation is extended to Mr. Crouse and his Agri- 
culture students for the extensive work they did on the new 
athletic field, erecting the metal goal posts, the flagpole, the 
bleachers and other tasks. Appreciation is also extended to 
Mr. Chandler and his Industrial Arts students for the con- 
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struction of the new music room on the gym stage and for 
the new stage scenery, etc. 


Special thanks are due the International Paper Com- 
pany and Louis Fournier for the splendid steel flag pole on 
Griffin Memorial Athletic Field and to Wellman Chevrolet 
Company for supplying us with a new Chevrolet Driver 
Training car for the sixth consecutive year. 


We are also grateful to the Livermore Falls Radio 
Company for the installation of the splendid modern gas 
range in the Home Economics room. This was done free 
of charge to the school, the only cost being the purchase of 
a small amount of fuel gas to operate the stove each year. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


Extensive repairs and improvements have been made 
during the past year which include the completion of the 
playing surface on the football field at the high school, the 
erection of nearly seven hundred feet of link wire protec- 
tive fencing around it; tarring the remainder of the gram- 
mar school yard; redecorating the science laboratory at the 
high school; installation of a new ceiling and converting an 
unused room in the basement of the primary school into a 
fine large lunch room and installation of an automatic oil 
heating system in the Shuy School. 


The condensate return in the boiler room at the pri- 
mary school was renewed at the request of the State Boiler 
Inspector as the condition of it was questionable. The cast 
iron return was in a trench in the ground and has not been 
replaced since the building was constructed over fifty-four 
years ago. 


The boys’ basement in the primary school was cleaned 
and repainted ‘and although the facilities are badly in need 
of replacement, its condition is greatly improved. The 
toilet facilities in both basements at the primary school 
should be replaced as soon as money can be made available. 
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NEW EQUIPMENT 


A new deep freeze and commercial food mixer ‘was pur- 
chased for the cafeteria last summer out of the proceeds 
received from the school lunch program. 


A new electric range was purchased for the Home Eco- 
nomics room at the high school to replace the small, inade- 
quate apartment range which has been in use for several 
years. 


A power mower with several accessories was purchased 
and placed in operation at the high and grammar school 
grounds. The improved appearance of the expansive, well 
kept lawns at these two buildings resulted in much favor- 
able comment from townspeople. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


Citizens should be made aware of the immediate future 
needs of our schools which will require raising of additional 
appropriations if the needs are to be met. 


As stated in my annual report last year, our Industrial 
Arts program and our Home Economics program at the 
high school are operating on a tentative approval basis 
from the State Department of Education. The Industrial 
Arts department does not have the facilities for instruc- 
tion in combustion engines which is required and the Home 
Economics is lacking in several areas which primarily are 
concerned with more space to operate. This will necessitate 
the erection of additional quarters above ground and plans 
are being made for a building adjoining the present Agri- 
culture Shop. If plans are approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Education it is proposed to ask the town for an 
appropriation of $10,000 to purchace the material for this 
building which will be erected by Mr. Crouse and Mr. 
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Chandler and their Agriculture and Industrial Arts 
students. 


At the time our building program was undertaken 
three years ago, former Superintendent S. A. Griffin asked 
for a ten room grammar school building which would be- 
come necessary within a period of five years. In order to 
meet the building needs at that time the building was re- 
duced in size to eight rooms to provide additional funds for 
the erection of the gymnasium at the high school. There 
are now approximately 75 students in our second grade as 
compared to an average enrollment of 38. In two more 
years this group will enter our grammar school building 
which will necessitate the addition of two rooms on the end 
of the present building. This addition was anticipated at 
the time of construction ‘and provision was made to mini- 
mize the expense when such construction was necessary. 


The citizens of Livermore Falls should be made aware 
that a building program will be necessary within two years 
to meet the increasing enrollment in our elementary schools. 


Our high school building is ‘adequate to take care of 
sixty more pupils than are enrolled at the present time 
and with certain alterations could adequately care for a 
hundred more. There is no present indication that enroll- 
ment will increase beyond this capacity within the next 
decade. 


THE MINIMUM SALARY LAW 


The minimum salary law for teachers, which went into 
effect July 1, 1954, required increases in our salary schedule 
ranging from $100 to $1,000. To eliminate undue hardship 
the law provides that the maximum to be raised in any one 
year to meet this schedule need not exceed $300 per teacher. 
Five thousand dollars was raised last year to meet this re- 
quirement and a lesser amount will be required this year. 
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It will take two more years to meet the minimum salary 
law with all teachers now employed. 


CHANGE IN GENERAL SUBSIDY 


Notice has been received from the State Department 
of Education that Livermore Falls has been changed from 
classification 4 to classification 5 in the General Purpose Aid 
Lae and if the 1952 valuation figures are used the 100% 
payment to Livermore Falls next year will be reduced to 
$27,575. Livermore Falls received $35,707.16 this year. 
If the amount to be paid for the next bienium is the amount 
stated above our State Subsidy will be reduced more than 
eight thousand dollars. This means that it will be necessary 
for the town to increase its appropriation to meet the de- 
crease in State Subsidy. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Requests have been received by your Superintendent 
from parents and other interested citizens to adopt Physi- 
cal Education in our high school program now that facilities 
are available. 


Investigation has been made and the total increase in 
cost for a Physical Education program next year, which 
meets State requirements, will be the expenditure of $1,500 
primarily for equipment. Dominick Puiia, our basketball 
coach, has a Physical Education endorsement on his teach- 
ing certificate and is qualified to teach this subject to the 
boys. Attempts will be made to secure a replacement for 
Miss Shoemaker who will be qualified to teach Physical 
Education for girls, as well as the subject matter courses 
which were taught by her. In this way Physical Education 
can be adopted next year without any increase in cost of 
instruction by re-arranging our present schedule of teacher 
assignments at the school. Mean ree 


Mindful of the decrease of over eight thousand dollars 
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in State Subsidy, efforts have been made to reduce expendi- 
tures in every department possible, so that the over all ap- 
propriations for this year should not exceed that of last 
year by more than $2,000. Actually this is a reduction 
over last year’s appropriation in view of the loss of State 
Subsidy. |

Report of the Livermore Falls 
Water District 


The Trustees of the Livermore Falls Water District 
submit herewith their annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1954. 


During the year 193,152,000 gallons of water were 
taken from Moose Hill Pond and 3,966,100 gallons from the 
Souther Well, making a total of 197,118,100 gallons used. 
Of this amount 102,028,000 gallons were pumped to the 
reservoir by the two pumps at the Park Street Station, 
20,443,000 gallons from the small pump and 81,585,000 
gallons from the big pump, an over all increase over last 
year of 8,377,100 gallons. We had 906 customers in 1953 
and 926 customers in 1954. 


One new hydrant was installed on Pine Avenue to 
give fire protection for the new development going in there. 
All new hydrants going in are equipped with a gate valve 
immediately in front of the hydrant. A new eight-inch 
booster line from Shuy Corner to the Livermore Shoe Com- 
pany Plant is to be put in in the early spring to increase 
the fire protection. All materials needed are on hand. Three 
new hydrant gate seats were put in Sewall Street, Park 
Street at the pump station and Bridge Street at the rail- 
road crossing. 


Three lengths of six-inch was replaced on the Souther 
Road caused by freezing. Two leaks were repaired on 
Park Street, corner Depot, one at the pump station and 
one on upper Knapp Street, Chisholm, all caused by lead 
joints being blown. Another 12-inch gate was salvaged at 
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the Lower Mill and a dead head put in its place. Also 
several road boxes repaired and lowered. 


Twenty new services were put in, ten were replaced 
with copper, two six-inch C. I. lines were put in for C. W. 
Moore for sprinkler head service and one two-inch line for 
Gerard Despres to increase his volume. 


Eleven service leaks, mostly lead goosenecks, were re- 
paired. Changed to copper. 


Several new distribution mains were put in this year, 
1,201 feet of six-inch on Depot Hill, Hillcrest Road, Bellaire 
Drive and Pine Avenue, 859 feet of six-inch on upper 
Church Street, Jay, 317 feet of four-inch and 55 feet of six- 
inch on Elm Street, Chisholm, and 320 feet of two-inch 
plastic on Latham Terrace. All of the above are new de- 
velopment projects, both Livermore Falls and Chisholm. 


All regular routine work such as washing and repair- 
ing reservoir, mowing around Pond and Right-of-Ways, 
painting the inside of the pump and chlorinator stations, 
etc., was done this year. 


Six regular meetings of the Maine Water Utilities 
Association are held annually, five of which were attended 
by our local superintendent.

LIVERMORE FALLS WATER DISTRICT 
January 1, 19538, to December 31, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Livermore 
Falls Water District has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1953. The audit included an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Board of Trustees, 
Treasurer and Superintendent. 


CURRENT ASSETS 


The cash balance of $5,647.33 was accounted for as 
follows: | 


Demand Deposits $2,149.77 
Cash on Hand, Deposited in 

January, 1954 (Verified) 372.61 
Time Deposits 3,124.95 
Total $5,647.33 


The materials and supplies inventory of $7,848.11 
compiled by employees of the water district, was found to 
be in agreement with the inventory control cards. A physi- 
cal test check was made of the inventory with no exceptions 
being noted. 


FIXED ASSETS 


It was determined that changes in fixed assets re- 
flected a net increase of $8,224.98 for the year. A review 
of invoices substantiating capital expenditures revealed 
that the charges appeared proper and correctly classified. 
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SURPLUS 


The earned surplus amounted to $161,358.10, an in- 
crease of $4,594.76 for the year. This change was occa- 
sioned by the net gain from operations. 


GENERAL 


The result of the audit indicated that the establish- 
ment of a petty cash fund would be beneficial. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash, inventories and other matters of 
financial concern. Revenues and expenditures were ex- 
amined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. 
Insurance and bond coverages were examined and listed. 


Included in this report are exhibits and a schedule 
pertaining to the financial status of the water district. 
Audit procedures deemed necessary were followed in the 
development of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the water district at December 31, 1953, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
